The Chinese Civil year is Lunar, consisting of 12 months of 29 days and 30 days alternately. Every three 
years a thirteenth month has to be added, or rather, in every nineteen years there are seven years which have 
thirteen months. Even this contains some error ; they have therefore formed a cjcle of 60 years, in which 
period 22 intercalary months occur. 

The Japanese year is divided into twelve months, distinguished by the twelve signs of the zodiac, which are 
named after twelve animals ; these twelve months vary in length year by year, and the Mikado or Sacred 
Emperor arranges the number of the intercalary days and the months to which they are to be added.

JANUARY corresponds to July in Great Britain. It is usually one of the hottest months in the year, and 
is marked by frequent thunderstorms. 

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS, JANUARY, 1877.— The weather was slightly warmer than usual : 
the mean shade temperature, 78 , 6, being 0-4 over the average of this month for the previous ten years, but 0-8 
under the previous three years. The highest reading in shade, 104-0 was on the 17th ; the lowest on grass, 
60-0, was on the morning of the 16th. The mean barometrio reading, 29-914 was 0-008 above the average of 
the month : the highest, 30-130, was at 9 p.m. on the 28th, and the lowest, 29-692, at 3 p.m. on the 17th. Rain 
fell on 14 days ; the total fall, 6-90 inches, being 0-19 inches under the average of the month for the previous 
ten years ; the maximum fall during 24 hours, 1-90 inohes, was on the 22nd. The total rainfall of the year 
1877, up to 31st January, was 6-90 inches, on 14 days. 

NOTES OF THE MONTH. 

9— The Emperor Napoleon III., after many violssi 
tudes, expired at Chislehurst, after an operation 
which, to all appearance, had been successful, At 
one time a special constable, afterwards a confinee 
at Ham, he rose to be President of the French, and, 
ultimately, their Emperor. 



| January is named after the two faced Roman deity 
Janus, to whom the Romans presented on the first 
j of this month the Janual, an offering consisting of 
wine and fruits. On the same day the image of the 
god was crowned with laurel, the consul ascended in 
[solemn procession to the capitol, and small presents 
|were made to one another by friends. The month 
was added to the calendar along with February by 
the Emperor Numa. It was not until the eighteenth 
century that it was generally adopted by European 
nations as the first month of the year, although the 
Romans considered it as such, as far back as 261 B.C. 
X — Circumcision. This feast, one of the latest intro- 
duced into the calendar, was instituted to com- 
i memorate the Saviour's obedience to the ceremo- 
I nial law, on the eighth day after the nativity. 
6 — Epiphany commemorates the manifestation of 
Christ to the Gentiles, when the Magi, following the 
| star, found the infant Saviour in the manger, and 
j offered gifts. Twelfth Day Is a festival in many 
parts, for which twelfth cokes are prepared. Ac- 
I cording to the old style, this was Christmas Day. 



16— The battle of Corunna was fought between the 
British troops, under Sir John Moore, and the 
French, under Marshal Soult, resulting in the 
repulse of the French and the death of the English 
commander. The British troops numbered 14,000 
men against 20,000 of the French. 

25 — Saul, afterwards Paul, is distinguished as the 
Apostle to the Gentiles. He was miraculously 
arrested when on his way to Damascus, and thence- 
forward, became the propagator of the gospel he 
had endeavoured to destroy. He is supposed to 
have visited the British Isles in the oourse of his 
missionary labours. He is believed to have suf- 
fered martyrdom in company with Peter at Rome. 

26 — The anniversary of the birth-day of Australia, 
when the colony of N. S. Wales was founded.

FEBRUARY corresponds to August in Great Britain ; the weather is generally excessively hot and sultry 
with a humid atmosphere. 

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS, FEBRUARY, 1877.— Weather warmer than usual during the 
month ; the mean shade temperature, 78-0 being 0-9 over the average of this month for the previous ten years, 
and 1-3 over the previous three years. The highest reading in shade, 94-0, was on the 1st ; the lowest on grass, 
58-0, was on the morning of the 4th. The mean barometric reading, 30-053, was 0-176 above the average of 
the month : the highest. 30-194 inches, was at 9 pan. on the 14th, and the lowest,29-837 inches, at 3 p.m. on the 
2nd. Rain fell on 7 days ; the total fall, 1-08 inches, being 6-46 inches under the average of the previous ten 
years. The greatest fall in 24 hours, TOu inches, was on the 2nd. The total rainfall of the year 1877, up to 
:28th February, was 8-58 inches, on 21 days. 

NOTES OF THE MONTH. 



February so named because the Februalia (from 
februare to expiate or purify) a feast of purification 
and expiation, was celebrated in Rome duriDg this 
month. Numa added it to the end of the year, and 
for this reason some have supposed that it derives its 
name from an old Latin word, Fibar, meaning the 
end or extremity of anything. The Decemvirs placed 
it after January— 452 B.C. Its Saxon name was Sol. 
Monatt. 

1— The feast of St. Bridget (Patroness of Ireland) ; 
from her the term Bride is derived. 

fc— Purification. — This feast commemorates the pre- 
sentation of Christ in the Temple, and is usually 
known as the Purification of the Virgin Mary. 

5— Battle of Plassey, 1757. Clive with about 3000 
troops defeated Surajah Dowlah with 60,000, and 
established British supremacy in India. 

7 — H.M.S. Orpheus, a screw corvette of 21 guns, and 
sister ship to the Wolverine, now on the Australian 
station, was totally wrecked at the entrance of 
Manukau Harbour, a lew miles from Auckland. 

14— St. Valentine, a bishop of the early Christian 
Church, who was put to death A.D. 270. The day 
is now honored by the passing of love missives. 
Much respected by valentine sellers, and cordially 
hated by postmen all the world over.. 



17 — Septuagesima and the two following Sundays, 
Sexagesima and Quinquagesima, are preparatory to 
the season of Lent, and their place in the calendar 
is indicated bv their being respectively seventy, 
sixty, and fitty days before Easter. 

20 — Governor Bligh is famous in history from the 
mutiny of the ship Bounty. The mutineers, the 
progenitors of the Pitcairn Islanders, after seizing 
the vessel, sent Lieutenant Bligh and a portion of 
the crew adrift in an open boat. After many 
hardships they ultimately reached the land in 
safety, mainly through the skill of their com 
mander. He was afterwards appointed to the 
Governorship of N.S. Wales, where again his sub- 
ordinates rose against him and deprived him of his 
office. 

22— Washington, the founder of American indepen- 
dence and first President of the United States, 
was born on Feb. 22, 1731, at Bridge's Creek, Vir 
ginia. 

24— St. Matthias, one of the seventy-two disciples, 
was, after the suicide of J udas Iscariot, chosen to 
be one of the twelve. His fate is doubtful, by some 
he is stated to have died at Sebastopolis, by 
others that he met a martyr's death by stoning in 
Judea - |

MARCH .corresponds to September in Great Britain, and begins to show a pleasant deorease in the tern- 
perature. 

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS, MARCH, 1877.-The weather was cooler than usual : the mean 
shade temperature, 74-6, being 0-3 under the average of this month for the previous ten years and 1-6 under 
the previous three years. The highest reading in shade, 95-0, was on the 8rd : lowest on grass, 62-0, was on 
the morning of the 14th. The mean barometric reading, 80-108 inches, was -109 lnohes above the average of 
the month : the highest, 30-228, was at 9 p.m. on the 22nd, and the lowest, 29-879, at 8 pan. on the 2nd Rain 
fell on 19 days ; the total fall, 3-02 t inches, being 6-35 inches under the average of the month for ten years and 
1-77 inches under the previous.three years. The greatest fall in 24 hours, 0-76 inches, was on the 26th. The 
total rainfall of the year 1877, to 31st March, was 11-60 inches, on 40 days. 

NOTE8 OF THE MONTH. 

March.'Latin Martius, derives its name from Mars, 
the god of war, the reputed father of Romulus. By 
the Saxons it was named Rhedi-monat or Rugged- 
month. March was the first month of the year in 
the old Roman calendar, and was so considered in 
England until the change of style in 1752, the English 
legal year being reckoned from the 25th of that month. 

1— The day of St. David, the patron saint of the 
Welsh. He was bishop of Menevia, where he died 
about the year 644. 

2— The Rev. John Wesley was the founder of the 
society called Methodists. He was a clergyman of 
the Church of England, and some time fellow of 
Lincoln College, Oxford. Though practically ex- 
communicated by the clerical authorities of the 
day, who disapproved of his energetic methods of 
evangelisation, he was a lover of the Church, and 
testified in his last momentB that he died in 
Her fold. 

5— shrove Tide takes its title from the old practice in 
Roman Catholic times, of people being shriven or 





shrove, that is, of confessing Bins and receiving 
absolution before the Lenten fast on this day. 

12— The day of St. Gregory, consecrated pope A.D. 
590. He paid great attention to the study of Books 
and Musio, whence the term " Gregorian" is de- 
rived. He sent Augustine to the British Isles, to 
Christianise the natives. 

17— St. Patrick. A day generally kept as a holiday > 
St. Patrick being, as is well known, the tutelar 
saint of Irishmen. He is supposed to have been 
born at Dumbarton, in Scotland. He died In 482, 
at the advanced age of 128, and was buried in the 
Cathedral Church of Down. 

22— The celebrated German author and poet, 
Goethe, was born at Frankfort. His great work 
is " Faust." He died at Weimar. 

25— Annunciation. This day is observed In com- 
memoration of the visit of the angel Gabriel to the 
Virgin Mary, when It was revealed to her that she 
should be the mother of the promised Saviour. 
It is known as Lady-day.

APRIL corresponds to October in Great Britain ; cool weather is now setting in, and nights are frequently 
ohilly. 

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS, APRIL, 1877.— The weather was colder than usual during the 
month ; the mean shade temperature, 70*1, being 0*8 under the average of this month for the previous ten 
years, and 1*8 under the previous three years. The highest readings in shade, was on the 10th ; the 
lowest on grass, 48-0, was on the morning of the 28th. The highest barometric reading, 80-826, was at 9 p.m. 
on the 14th, and the lowest, 29'771, [&t 8 p.m. on the 80th. The mean barometric reading, 80-116, was -089 
inches above the average of the month for the previous nine years. Rain fell on 14 days : the total fall, 2-23 
inches, being 3-27 inches under the average of the month for the previous ten years, and 2-16 ir " 
previous three years. The greatest fall in 24 hours, 1-01, inches was on the 28th. The total 
which fell in the year 1877 up to April 30th was 13'83 inches on 64 days. 

NOTES OF THE MONTH. 

18 — Gray was a member of the ill-fated Burke and 



April, Latin Aprilis, from aperire, to open, so called 
because it was the season in the old world when the 
buds began to open. The month was dedicated to 
Aprodite Venus, the goddess of all budding beauties. 
1— All Fools'Day. A day when practical jokes, fre- 
quently of a stupid and mischievous character are 
supposed to be licensed. The custom is believed 
to be of very ancient origin, and is said by some to 
have been derived by the Romans from some of 
the eastern nations, 
ft— Leichhardt started on his fatal journey in Octo- 
ber, 1847. A letter, dated April 4, 1848, was re- 
ceived from him, since which the silence and dark- 
ness of the grave have shrouded him. 
14— Palm Smiday is observed by the Church in re- 
membrance of Christ's triumphal entry into Jeru- 
salem. In some of the churches in England, branches 
are gathered and placed in honor of the day. 
18— Maunday Thursday, Dies Mandati. Day of 
command, from Christ commanding his disciples 
to love one another when he washed their feet on 
the night preceding his crucifixion. 



Wills expedition. It left Melbourne, August 20, 
1860, provided with every possible requirement for 
its journey. Leaving the bulk of the party at 
Cooper's Creek, Burke, Wills, Gray, and King, suc- 
cessfully crossed the continent to the tidal waters 
of the Gulf. Their return was a series of hardships 
and misadventures, culminating in the entire party, 
with the exception of King, who was kindly treated 
by the natives, perishing from starvation. 
19— Good Friday. The origin of eating hot cross 
buns is not known, but it is believed to be a relic 
of Pagan days. 
21— Faster Sunday, or Easter Day (derived from 
the Saxon oster, to rise) is the festival of the 
Church of England, kept as the anniversary 
of the Resurrection. Easter Day, which is the first 
Sunday after the full moon occurring after March 
21, fixes the dates of all moveable fasts and feasts. 
It is late this year ; in 1867 it happened on the same 
date, but it will not again be so late till 1886. 
23— St. George was born in Epiphania ; died, 303 
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>

begun. Weather generally cool and enjoyable- 

METEOROLOGIOAL OBSERVATIONS, MAY, 1877.— The weather was slightly warmer than usual during 
the month ; the mean shade temperature, 66 - 7, being 1-0 over the average of this month for the previous 
ten years, and 1*4 over the previous three years. The highest reading in shade, 66-6, was on the 23rd ; the 
lowest on grass, 40-0, was on the morning of the 29th. The highest barometric reading, 80-808, waB at 9 
p.m. on the 81st, and the lowest, 29-698, at 8 p.m. on the 2nd. The mean barometric reading, 29-966 inches, 
was 0-128 inches below the average of the month. Rain fell on 6 days ; the total fall, 1-08 inches, being 2*68 
inches under the average of the month for the previous ten years, and 6-98 inches under the previous tl 
years. The greatest fall in 24 hours, 0-67 inches, was on the 14th. The total amount of rain which fell in 
year 1877, up to 81st May, was 14-91 on 69 days. 

NOTES OF THE MONTH. 



May, Latin Maius, from a word which signifies to 
grow. The advent of this month marking the return 
of spring was generally hailed as a season of joy and 
gladness, and among the Romans this feeling found 
vent in the Floral Games, held on the fourth of the 
Calends of May. In England during the Middle 
ages it was customary on the first of May — May- 
day—for both high and low to go out and gather 
fresh flowers, and May Games were popular in Eng- 
land, France and Germany. The institution of the 
May pole is believed to date from the Roman Flo- 
ralia. At one time they were universal on the village 
greens of England. In April, 1718, a famous May 
pole was to be seen in the Strand, London. It has 
also been stated that this month was named in 
honor of Maia, the mother of Mercury, but it was 
called Maius before the Romans knew of Mercury. 
The Saxons called it Tri-milchi, from the abundance 
of milk at this period. 

1— St. Philip and St. James.— St. Philip is believed to 
have preached in Phrygia.and probably died there. 



St. James was one of the sons of Zebedee and 
second cousin to the Saviour. He was the first 
bishop of Jerusalem, and suffered martyrdom at 
the hands of the Jews. 

3 — Commemorates the Feast of '* The Invention of 
the Cross." The cross on which the Saviour died is 
said to have been discovered in 826 by the Empress 
Helena, the mother of Constantino I. Three 
crosses were found on digging beneath the surface 
of Mount Calvary, and the identity of the true one 
was manifested by a corpse coming to life so soon 
as it came in contact with it. 

10 — The battle of Lodi took place at the bridge over 
the Adda, at Lodi, between the French and the 
Austrians : the latter, after a severe struggle, being 
defeated. Napoleon Buonaparte showed distin- 
guished bravery on this occasion. 

26— Rogation Sunday.— This term is derived from 
the Latin verb Rogare, to beseech — special prayers 
being appointed as a preparation for the observance 
of the Ascension.

JUNE corresponds to December in Great Britain ; weather generally cool, with fine dear nights and some 
times heavy dewf all. 

METEOROLOOIAL OBSERVATIONS, JUNE, 1877.— The weather was warmer than usual; the mean 
shade temperature, 61-6, being 0.8 above the average of this month for the previous ten years, and 1-7 above 
the previous three years. The highest reading in shade, 84-5, was on the 22nd ; the lowest on grass, 89-0, was 
on the morning of the 14th. The highest barometric reading, 30-499, was at 9 a.m. on the 4th, and the lowest, 
30-014, at 3 p.m. on the 13th. The mean barometric reading, 30-299 inches, was 0-184 inches above the average 
of the last nine years. Rain fell on 9 days ; the total fall, 1-36 inches, being 2-76 inches under the average of 
the month for the last ten years. The greatest fall in 24 hours, 0-44 inches, was on the 11th. The total 
amount which fell during the year 1877, up to 80th June, was 16-27 inches on 68 days. 

NOTES OF THE MONTH. 



June— there are various suppositions respecting the 
origin of the name of this month. It is variously 
derived from juniores, the young men, to whom 
Romulus is said to have assigned it ; from Junius 
Brutus, the first consul ; from jungo, to join, with 
reference to the union of the Romans and Sabines ; 
from the Latin Junius, for Junonius ; from Juno, 
because it was sacred to the Goddess. It was the 
fourth month in the Roman calendar, but Numa 
Pompilius gave it the sixth place, which it has since 
retained. 

1— St. Nicomede, said to have been a disciple of St. 
Peter. He was scourged to death, A.D. 90. 

5— St. Boniface was born in Devonshire, about the 
year 680. He was the first Archbishop of Mayence 
in 745, and suffered martyrdom at Utrecht. 

9— Whitsuntide commemorates the day of Pentecost, 
when the Holy Ghost fell upon the Apostles. It is 
supposed to take its name from the circumstance 
that in the primitive church the newly baptised 
appeared at worship between Easter and Pentecost 
in white garments. 



XI— St. Barnabas, otherwise Joses, the son of conso- 
lation, laboured many years with St. Paul; but 
" dissensions arose between them," and they parted, 
St. Barnabas choosing Cyprus as his mission field, 
He was stoned at Salamis. 

18— The anniversary of the Battle of Waterloo. It 
commenced at half-past 11 on Sunday morning, the 
British and German troops, under the Duke of Wel- 
ington, numbering 67,661 with 166 guns ; the 
French, under Napoleon Bonaparte, were 68,900 
men, with 246 guns. After sustaining the repeated 
attacks of the French troops, the allied troops as- 
sumed the offensive towards sunset, the whole of 
the line advancing, occasioning a panic and general 
flight of the French. The allied forces lost 22,000 
men, and the French 40,000, while the results of the 
battle were of the highest moment. 

19 (or 16)— Magna Charta, the great charter of 
English liberty, was extorted from King John by 
the Barons. This important document was signed 
and sealed at Runnymede, a field between Staines 
and Windsor.

The highest reading in shade, 87-0, was on the 16th ; the lowest on grass, 40-8, 
was on the morning of the 27th. The highest barometric reading, 30*486 inches, was at 9 a.m. on the 8th, and 
the lowest, 29,900 inches, at 8 p.m. on the 25th ; the mean barometric reading was -082 higher than the average of 
the month. Rain fell on 5 days ; the total fall, 0-81 inches, being 0-67 inches under the average of the month ;; 
the greatest fall in 24 hours, 0'21 inches, was on the 29th. 

NOTE8 OF THE MONTH. 



August, originally styled Sextilis, received its 
present name from the Emperor Augustus, on account 
of several of the most fortunate events of his life 
having occurred during this month. Before his time 
it was called Sextilis, being the sixth month of the 
year according to the old Roman Calendar. 
6 — Transfiguration. — This festival commemorates 
the Transfiguration of Christ on Mount Tabor. It 
was instituted by the Greek Christians in the year 
700, and was introduced into the Roman Calendar 
in 1465. 

13 — The Battle of Blenheim was fought at Blen- 
heim, about 20 miles from Augsburgh. The allied 
army under Marlborough and Eugene completely 
defeated the French and Bavarian forces, the loss 
of the latter being 12,000 killed, 18,000 prisoners, 
100 guns, 24 mortars, 129 colors, and 171 standards. 

21 — The Battle of Vimiera was fought in the Penin- 
sula. The French troops under General Junot 
attacked the British forces under Sir Arthur 
Wellesley, but were repulsed with a loss of 14 guns 
and many prisoners. 



24 — St Bartholomew — supposed to be the disciple 
Nathaniel, "in whom there was no guile." He| 
preached throughout Armenia and India, and 
suffered martyrdom in Armenia by being flayed! 
alive. — It is the anniversary of the dreadful mas-' 
sacre of the Huguenots, which took place on the! 
evening of August 24, 1672, Admiral CoUgHy, 
was the first victim, and it is estimated that 
at least 80,000 persons were murdered in cold 
blood, throughout France. 

28— St. Augustine was an African, and was con- 
verted to Christianity through hearing a sermon 
by St. Ambrose at Milan. He became bishop of 
Hippo, in Africa, and died there in 480 at the age 
of 77. His mother, Monica, ranks high among 
Christian women. 

31— John Bunyan, the author of the "Pilgrim's 
Progress," was born at Elstow, near Bedford. 
His masterpiece was composed in Bedford jail, 
long since swept away. He died at a house 
on Snow Hill, London, and lies in Bunhill Fields 
burial ground.

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS, SEPTEMBER, 1876.— Weather warmer than usual during the 
month ; the mean shade temperature, 66-7, being 0-9 over the average of the month for the previous ten years, 
and 0-7 over the previous three 'years. The highest reading in shade, 88-0, was on the 18th ; the lowest 
on grass, 89-0, was on the morning of the 14th. The highest barometric reading, 80-418 inohes, was at 9 a.m. 
on the 19tb, and the lowest, 29-6(56 inches, at 3 p.m. on the 11th ; the mean barometric readings were about 
the average of the month. Rain fell on 9 days ; the total fall, 2-82 inohes, being 1-07 inches over the average 
of the month for the previous ten years ; the greatest fall in 24 honrs, 1-01 inches, was on tho 29th, The total 
rainfall for the year 1876, to September 30th, was 44-22 inches, on 102 days. 

NOTES OF THE MONTH. 



September, from the Latin Septem, seven, derives 
its name from having been the seventh month in the 
old Roman calendar. The Saxons called it Gerst- 
monat, from Gerst-barley, as that cereal in their time 
would be ripe for the sickle. 

1— Partridge shooting begins in England. 

2 — The great fire of London broke out on a Sunday 
morning, at a baker's shop in Pudding Lane. It 
raged for several days ; consuming the greater part 
of the city, including 13,000 houses, 89 churches, 
among them the Gothio Cathedral of St. Paul's, 
the predecessor of the present Italian structure, 
and property valued at upwards of ten millions. A 
Papist, named Hubert, was hanged oh his own 
confession as having been the incendiary, but the 
fire is believed to have been accidental. 

3 The anniversary of the day when Cromwell died, 

also the day on which some of his greatest suc- 
cesses were obtained, notably the battle of Wor- 
cester, where tho forces under Charles II. were 
completely defeated ; and the battle of Dunbar. 

7 The Captain was the pioneer of the turret class 

class of ironclads designed by Captain Coles, who 
was on board of h er when she sank. The principle 



of her construction was stated to be dangerous 
some time before, by Mr. Reed, the late Constructor 
to the navy. 

9— The battle of Flodden Field was fought between 
the Scottish forces, 50,000 strong, under James IV., 
King of Scotland, and an English army of 24,000 
men, under the Earl of Surrey. The Scotch were 
totally defeated, and their king slain. 

11— Lord Cornwallis defeated at Brandywine in 
Pennsylvania, an Amerioan foroe considerably 
outnumbering his own. 

19— The Royal George was a line of battle ship of 
108 guns, commanded by Admiral Eempenfelt. She 
was careened for repairs, and suddenly apset, nearly 
900 men, including her oommander, were lost. Her 
guns and other materials have been recovered by 
divers. 

Z9—Mic/iaelmus Day. The third quarter day of the 
year ; also, the feast of St. Miohael and all 

angels. 

30-S. Jerome, one of the early fathers. A volu- 
minous writer and part translator of the Latin 
Vulgate, which he completed in 405.

NOTE8 OF THE MONTH. 



November was the ninth month in the old Roman 
calendar, and takes its name from the Latin Novum, 
nine. The Saxons styled it Wind-monat, or Wind- 
month, and Blot-monat, or Blood-month, because at 
this time they killed their oxen, sheep, and pigs, for 
salting for the winter. 

X—All Saint/ Day. This festival was instituted in 
610, when the Roman Pantheon was consecrated as 
a Christian Church. It commemorates all the 
saints of the Church to whom no special days are 
allotted. 

2— All Souls Day. A kept day of the Romish Church 
when the faithful dead are held in remembrance, 
and special prayer is made for the souls supposed to 
be undergoing the cleansing fires of purgatory. In 
many parts of Europe it is the custom on this day, 
to place immortelles and wreaths of flowers oh the 
graves of departed friends. 

11— St. Martin was the Bishop of Tours ; he founded 
a monastery at Poictiers, and died in the year 
897. The invocation O, Mihi, beate Martini, is said 
to be the origin of the expression " All my eye and 



Betty Martin." Martinmas is one of the Scottish 
quarter days. 

20— Cowper was born at Berkhampstead in Hert 
fordshire. He passed great portion of his life, and 
composed his principal poems, at Olney, where his 
residence and summer house are still to be seen. A 
mental affliction, bordering on insanity, clouded 
much of his life. 

27 — Oliver Goldsmith, the author of the " Vicar of 
Wakefield," and of the " Deserted Village," and many 
other poems, a contemporary and associate of Dr. 
Johnson. After a chequered career, •' poor Nolly ' ' 
died in London. He lies in the churchyard of Temple 
Church, Fleet-street, bntthe spot is unmarked, and 
is not even known. 

30— St. Andrew's Day. So named in honor of St, 
Andrew, the patron saint of Scotland. He was a 
follower of John the Baptist, and afterwards be- 
came a disciple of Christ. He is believed to have 
suffered martyrdom by crucifixion, at Patra, in 
Greece, in the year 70.

The total rainfall for 
the year 1876, was 63-42 inches on 180 days. The month opened with warm, seasonable weather, but soon 
became extremely warm from the 8th to the 23rd, the temperature was much above the average, reaching 
to 108 in the shade on the 16th, being the second time such extreme heat was recorded during fifteen years

COLONY OF QUEENSLAND. 



THE COLO NY OF QU EENSLAND. 

The Colony of Queensland, the youngest of the Australian dependencies — its separate 
existence dating only from December 10th, 1859 — comprises the whole of the North- 
Eastern portion of the Continent of Australia, its boundaries being on the North the 
Gulf of Carpentaria, on the East the Pacific Ocean, on the West the Northern Terri- 
tory of South Australia, the dividing line being the 141st meridian of longitude from 
the 29th to the 26th parallel, and thence the 138th meridian — and on the South 
the Colony of New South Wales. Its estimated area according to a corrected return is 
669,620 square miles or 428,492,800 square acres, being about twelve times the .size of 
England and Wales. Its extreme length from North to South is 1300 miles, its 
breadth 800 miles, the coast line being about 2550 miles. 

Below will be found some of the principal statistics of the year 1876. Fuller in- 
formation of the rise, progress, and present condition of the Colony will be found in 
the " Australian Handbook." 



POPULATION. — The total population of Queensland 
according to the corrected returns of the census 
taken in May, 1876, is 173,283 persons, consisting 
of 105,009 males, and 68,274 females, this is ex- 
clusive of the aborigines, whom the enumerators 
found uncountable. Of the number of persons 
26,1)53 are domiciled in Brisbane. In England 
there are 344 persons t« each square mile ; in 
Queensland 3.86 square miles of country are avail- 
able for each one of the present population. There 
were 36,552 dwellings, from the tent and the 
shanty to the palatial residence of the Governor 
and the squatter. Residing in towns were 95,783 
persons ; in the country districts were located 
77,500 people. The Chinese population is returned 
at 10,412. The employment and occupation of 
the people is thus stated:— In Government em- 
ploy, from the Governor downwards, 3104 ; in the 
learned professions— clergy ,law,medical and other 
professions, 1854 ; engaged in domestic duties, 
87,012 ; servants, waiters and others engaged in 
personal offices, 8723 ; merchants, tradesmen, 
clerks and others,3534 ; squatters, 1965 ; employed 
on stations, 8541 ; engaged in farming pursuits, 
17,069 ; carriers, 6325 ; mechanics and artisans, 
28,177, and labourers, 5123. Under the head of 
" Public burden " are 12 pensioners, 569 paupers, 
357 lunatics, 348 prisoners. As regards education 
110,726 can read and write, 13,819 can read only, 
46,393 cannot read, and the educational attain- 
ments, if any, of 2345 could not be ascertained. 
The religion of the people is thus recorded :— 
Church of England, 61,962 ; Roman Catholic, 
43,147 ; Presbyterian, 18,947 ; Lutheran, 12,174 ; 
Wesleyan and Primitive Methodist, 11,065 ; Ma- 
hommedan and Pagan.10,047 ;Religion not stated, 
5936 ; Baptist, 4344 ; Congregationalists, 5360 ; 
Hebrew, 427 ; other religions than these, 1674. 

Revenue— Customs— Public Debt The total 

Revenue for the year ending June 30, 1877, was 
£1,443,285 5s. 2d., being an increase on the previ- 
ous year of £154,907 17s. 3d. The amount of 
Customs Duties collected during the year was 
£533,394 0s. 6d., showing an increase of £38,683 
12s. Id. Other increases were — Excise, £2576 
7s. 8d. ; land revenue, £29,685 6s. Od. ; rent of 
land for pastoral purposes, £13,8.58 0s. lid. ; gold 
miners' rights and business licenses,£4373 6s. 6d.; 
electric telegraph, £4435 12s. 4d. ; railway re- 
ceipts, £43,579 19s. 8d. ; licenses, £1222 15s. 4d.; 
and miscellaneous receipts, £16,172 5s. 5d. The 
Expenditure for the year was £1,368,866 17s. 6d., 
being in excess of that for the previous year by 
£53,934 16s. 6d. Including a Dr. balance of 
£43,823 6s. 9d. on July 1st, 1876, the consolidated 
revenue fund showed a surplus, on June 80, 1877, 
of £23,891 7s. 3d. The public debt of the Colony 
amounts to £6,954,586, the yearly interest on 
which is £346,669. 

Exports and Imports— During 1876 the ex- 
ports amounted to £3,740,259, the imports to 
£2,983,870. The principal exports were copper 
ore and smelted ; gold, rum, sugar ; tin— sand, 



ore, and smelted ; wool, tallow, hides, and pre- 
served meats. The rate per head of population 
of the imports was £17 4s. 7d. ; of the exports it 
was £21 lis. Hid. 

Railways.— In the Southern, Western, and North- 
ern Railways there were in all in Septejiber, 
1877, 327 miles open. The receipts for the year end- 
ing December 30, 1876, were £173,722 lis. 0d.; the 
working expenses were £112,152 0s. lid. There 
were carried during the year 182,041 passengers, 
and 66,478 tons of goods. 

Electric Telegraph.— On January 1st, 1877, 
4708 miles of line with 6156 miles of wire were 
in operation, there being 120 stations employing 
265 officers. The cash receipts during the year 
amounted to £29,684 17s. lid, exclusive of mes- 
sages to the value of £12,372 6s. on the public 
service. 

Education.— There were on December 31st, 1876, 
252 schools, employing 357 male and 332 female 
teachers ; 33,000 scholars, the average attendance 
being 18,534. The total expenditure during the 
year 1876 was £73,131 10s. : the cost of education 
per head being £2 lis. lOd. 

Agriculture— The extent of land under each 
description of crop in the oolony during the year 
1876, was as follows : — Wheat, 5703aores : maize, 
41,601 acres ; barley, 680 acres ; oats, 162 acres ; 
rye, millet and sorghum, 268 acres ; potatoes,3926 
acres ; cotton,573 acres ; sugar-cane,13,735 acres ; 
arrowroot, 71 acres ; tobacco, 127 acres ; sown 
grasses for hay ,4642 acres; vines for wine making, 
313 acres ; for grapas for table, 175 acres ; 
bananas, 348 acres ; pine apples, 160 acres ; other 
crops, 799 acres ; gardens and orchards, 2599 
acres. In nearly every instance an increased area 
was under tillage, the only decreases being cotton, 
1101 acres, and arrowroot, 67 acres. The average 
yield of wheat from seven police districts, was 
20 bushels 28 lbs. to the acre. The lowest return 
was from the Gympie district, 12 bushels ; the 
highest from the Goodna district, 28 bushels 4 
lbs. Stock returns were 130,289 horses, 1,985,807 
horned cattle, 7,241,810 shsep, 53,023 pigs ; being 
an increase on the previous year's returns of 8792 
horses, 173,231 horned cattle, 14,036 sheep, and 
6576 pigs. On February 28, 1877, there were in 
all 11,862 selections taken up, of the gross area of 
4,658,251 acres, particularised thus— Homesteads, 
under the Act of 1868, 3036 selections of 69,614 
acres agricultural, and 208,899 acres pastoral ; 
Homesteads under the Acts of 1872—75, 1088 
selections — 27,576 acres agricultural, and 337,149 
acres pastoral ; Conditional purchases, 7228 selec- 
tions — 241,683 acres agricultural, 695,642 first 
class pastorial, and 2,666,319 acres second class 
pastoral ; Pre-emptives, 510 selections — 66,157 
acres agricultural ; 118,276 acres first class pas- 
toral ; and 226,958 acres second class pastoral.

Governor and Commander-in-Chief— His Excellency Sir Arthur Edward Kennedy. 

His Excellency, educated at Trinity College, Dublin, entered the Army as Ensign in the 11th Regiment 
!n 1827 ; Lieutenant 1882 ; Captain 68th Light Infantry, 1840 ; retired from the Army in 1848 to accept 
Civil employment ; was selected (while serving in the Army) in 1846 to fill the office of County Inspector 
under the Board of Works ; and served uninterruptedly during the Irish famine, as Inspector under Sir 
John Burgoyne's Relief Commissioner ; and subsequently as Inspector of Poor Laws, till the office was 
abolished in 1851 ; appointed Governor of the "Gambia," and transferred to Sierra Leone in 1852 ; 
Consul-General of the adjoining Sherbro County, in 1854 ; and removed in the same year to the Govern- 
ment of Western Australia, administered the latter government without interruption till February 1862 ; 
created Companion of the Bath in 1862 ; appointed Governor of Vancouver's Island, November 186 3 ; 
Governor of the West Africa Settlements, November 1867 ; created K.C.M.G. in 1871 ; appointed Governor 
of Hong Kong, 1872 ; assumed the Acting-Go vernorsbip of Queensland on April, 10, 1877, and the 
Governorship on July 20, 1877.

REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS. 

Every Birth must be registered" within sixty days, and every death within thirty days, next thereafter 
respectively ; and neglect of this regulation renders the parties, whose duty it is to register, liable to a fine 
not exceeding £10. If sixty days have elapsed from the date of birth, the law requires the parent, or other 
person making the application to register such birth, to pay a fee of two shillings and sixpence, and to 
make a solemn declaration of the facts before a Justice of the Peace, prior to the registration. If possible 
in all cases the father or mother ought to sign as informant. If unable to write, let a mark be made. 
No Birth can be registered after three years have elapsed from the date thereof. 

Every Minister who has celebrated a marriage shall, within one month thereafter, transmit (in accord- 
ance with the Aot 28 Victoria No. 15) the original certificate to the Registrar of the District, and every 
Minister who shall fail to transmit the certificate to the District Registrar, shall be liable to a fine of not 
Ibbs than £10 and not exceeding £60. Marriages must be solemnized between the hours of 8 a.m. and 8 p.m. 
Persons under age must produce the authority of parents or guardians or the marriage cannot take plaoe. 

In every case of burial, the Minister or officiating person ought to receive from the undertaker or person 
having charge of the funeral a certificate from the District Registrar, certifying the registration of the 
death— unless in the case of inquest, when a certificate from the Coroner or Magistrate holding the inquest 
will be sufficient ; and if any dead body shall be buried without Buch certificate, the person who may bury 
the same, or perform any funeral or religious Bervioe for the burial, or who shall in any way dispose of 
the body, shall forthwith give notice of the facts to the District Registrar.

The rates above mentioned for English mail letters, apply to both the Torres Straits and the P. and O. 
routes. Letters should be marked "Via Melbourne," if to be sent that way, and "Via Cali- 
fornia," if to be sent by the Californian Mail, otherwise they will be forwarded by the Torres Straits 
Mail. 

The late fee on letters is, Colonial or Intercolonial, 3d. ; Foreign, 6d., to be paid by affixing to the letter 
the necessary postage stamps. Late letters can be posted on board the steamers up to the time of sailing. 

Letters, packets, or newspapers can be registered by affixing a fourpenny stamp in addition to the proper 
postage ; the letter must be handed to the Postmaster, who will give a receipt for it. The adoption of 
registration is strongly urged in all cases where money, notes, or packets of value are sent, as the precau- 
tions taken with these almost ensure their safe delivery. 

Town Deliveries.— In Brisbane there are two daily at 9.15 a.m. and 2 p.m. In Ipswich two 
deliveries at 9 a.m. and 8.40 p.m. In Bockhampton one regular delivery at 2.80 p.m., and another at 8 
a.m. when steamers with mails arrive before that hour. In Toowoomba two deliveries at 10 a.m. and 
2 p.m. In Maryborough one regular delivery at 9 a.m. and one at a later hour when steamers arrive 
with mails from the South before 2 p.m. In Warwick one delivery at 9 a.m. In Gympie and 
Townsville one delivery. 

POST Office Hours. — The Delivery Office is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. daily, Sundays excepted. 
The Dead Letter Office is open from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., except on Saturdays, when it is closed at 
12 o'clock. 

The Office for Registration of Letters is open from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

GENERAL RULES. 

Any letter or packet posted for the Colony, the Australian Colonies, and the United Kingdom, will, if a 
single rate of postage be affixed, be forwarded and charged on delivery with double the postage deficient ; 
but if any letter or packet does not bear that amount of postage, it will be opened and returned to the 
sender. 

Any letter or packet posted for transmission to British Colonies (excepting the Australian Colonies and 
New Zealand), and to Foreign Countries (a few places excepted), whether sent direct or through the 
United Kingdom, will invariably be opened and returned to the sender unless it bears the full amount of 
postage payable thereon. 

Letters and packets, on being re-directed, are charged the same amount of postage, in addition to the 
original postage, as would be payable if such letter or packet were originally posted at the place of re- 
direction. 

A postmaster may refuse to receive or transmit by post any letter, packet, or package of newspapers 
exceeding sixteen ounces in weight or of inconvenient form or dimensions, or containing, or reasonably 
suspected to contain, any article likely to injure the other contents of the mail bags or any person. 

On General Holidays the Offices are only open from 9 a.m. to 10 a.m., and there Is only one delivery by 
letter carrier. 

UNCLAIMED LETTERS. 

Letters, packets, and newspapers, if not claimed, are kept at the Post-office to which they are directed 
for a period of one month. If not claimed at the expiration of that time they are sent to the Dead Letter 
Office, and the letters are then advertised in the Government Gazette. Queensland letters (that is, letters 
posted within the Colony) if not claimed within one month from the date of such publication, are returned 
to the writer. Intercolonial letters (that is, letters posted in any of the Australian Colonies or New 
Zealand), if not claimed within three months from the date of such publication, are returned unopened 
to the colony from which they were received. British and foreign letters (that is, letters posted in the 
United Kingdom, or at any place beyond the Australian Colonies), if not claimed within twelve months from 
the date of such publication, are returned unopened to the Colony or Country from which they were received 
PRIVATE LETTER BOXES. 

These may be obtained on the following terms, viz : — 

Without lock, £1 Is. per annum, payable half-yearly in advance. 

With lock, £1 5s. per annum,' payable in advance ; and a deposit of 15s. when box is applied for, of which 
amount 10s. will be returned, when use of box is discontinued, provided the box is in good order and keys 
(triplicate) are given up complete. If the lock,is rendered useless by loss of the keys or by any damage, the 
whole amount deposited will be forfeited. A new lock and keys will be supplied at any time, if required, 
on additional payment of 7s. 6d. 

PRIVATE BAGS. 

Settlers, upon Mail Routes, requiring the accommodation of a private bag, can obtain the same from 
either of the two Post Offices next to them upon payment (in advance) of a sum not exceeding Two 
Guineas per annum to the Postmaster, who has to make up the bag, subject to the following regulations 
viz : — 

(1) The bag must be of leather, and provided at the cost of the person requiring it. (2) The Post- 
master will close and seal securely before despatching it ; and it must be returned in like manner, sealed 
with some seal, the impression of which is known by the Postmaster, (3) The bag may contain letters for 
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postal INFORMATION — Continued. 
all persons who give written authorities to the Postmaster to enolose triem. The . 
private bag is responsible for the postage of all unpaid letters, and for the reoeipts for all 
may be registered. 

NEW3PAPER8 

Newspapers are transmitted within the Colony, and to the neighboring Colonies, free of charge, if 
posted within seven days from the date of publication ; if posted after that period, one penny each. 
Newspapers received from beyond the Colony, in monthly parts, are (when reposted) subjeot to a oharge 
of Id. for every number contained therein. 

Postage on Newspapers to the United Kingdom, Id. ; or, via Brlndisi, not exceeding 4 ozs., 2d. ; every 
additional 4 ozs. or fraction, 2d. 

Newspapers to be with or without a cover, open at both ends, but without enclosure, mark, or commu- 
nication, other than the words "Newspaper only," the printed name, occupation, and address of the 
publisher or vendor, in addition to the name, occupation, and address of the person to whom sent, other- 
wise they will not be transmitted. Newspapers re-posted in the Coiony must be prepaid Id, each. 

BOOK AND OTHER PAOKET8. 

Bankers' packets, containing notes, orders, cheques, pass-books, returns or other periodical statements ; 
process of, or proceedings or pleadings in any Court, briefs, cases, and instructions for counsel, and their 
opinions thereon respectively, deeds, affidavits, policies of insurance, letters of attorney, depositions, or 
recognizances, patterns or samples of merchandise, having no intrinsic value, either unenclosed or 
enclosed in transparent bags, or in bags tied round the neck so as to be easily loosened and re-fastened ; 
prices ourrent and catalogues ; vouchers, or returns, or copies of returns, made by or to any officer in the 
public service ; scrip, pamphlets, maps, plans, specifications, music, photographs (on paper), magazines, 
reviews, placards, almanacs, prospectuses, paintings, engravings, printers' proofs, or periodical publications 
other than newspapers ; printed or plain books, writing paper and envelopes, seeds in transparent bags 
or papers, tied so as to be easily loosened and re-fastened, not exceeding 16 oz. in weight, can be sent 
through the Post-office at the undermentioned rates

Money Orders may be transmitted by Telegraph between any Money Order Office in Queensland, and 
between Queensland and any Money Order Office in New South Wales, Victoria, and South Australia 
having telegraphic communication, on payment of the usual telegraph charge for a message, in addition 
to the Money Order commission. 

ELECTRIC TELEGRAPH, 

The Telegraph Stations in Queensland are open to receive messages from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. daily, Sundays 
excepted. On Sundays the officers are in attendance at 9 a.m. for the receipt and despatch of telegrams of 
urgent importance. On special occasions when messages may be received after office hours an additional 
charge of 50 per cent, on the ordinary charge is made. The following are the charges : —

At country post towns, where no eleotrto telegraph station Is opened, postmasters have been appointed, 
receivers of messages, whloh they will forward for transmission to the nearest eleotrio telegraph station 
by first post. Persons desirous of using this means of communication will hand their message to the 
postmaster, together with the cost of transmission, twopence for postage, and sixpence for the post- 
master's fee. Message forms may be obtained on application to any such post-office, and the postmaster 
and station-master will furnish information as to the cost of transmission. 

All messages will be held strictly confidential, and should be written in ink, in a legible manner, in plain 
language, on the proper form, and the address must contain all information necessary to avoid delay and 
ensure delivery, and must be signed by the sender in words as well as in figures. 

Payment of all oharges In advanee will be required, except the following : Replies to interrogatory mes- 
sages whioh contain the words " Reply paid." Messages for transmission within the colony of Queensland, 
or to any of the Australian Colonies and New Zealand, marked " Collect," when the sender is known to the 
officer in charge of the despatching station, and guarantees, in writing, that in the event of the message 
not being paid for on delivery, it will be paid for on demand by the sender ; in all such messages, the word 
" Collect" must be written by the sender as the last word of the message to be despatched ; press messages 
to be paid for at receiving station on delivery. 

When the sender wishes to pay for a reply, have the message repeated or posted, instructions are to be 
inserted in the address immediately before the name of the terminal station. Messages which are addressed 
beyond the limits of delivery, can be posted to their destination free of charge. 

Messages may be transmitted in cypher in the English language or secret language, but cypher words 
must not contain more than three syllables, and words in secret language must not average more than five 
letters ; an additional charge of fifty per cent, to be made for messages containing cypher or secret lan- 
guage. 

Messages will be delivered free within one mile of the station to which addressed. If beyond that dis- 
tance according to the instructions contained in the address. Expenses incurred for porterage, cab hire, 
or boat hire, payable by the receiver, will be charged. Messages addressed beyond the limits of delivery, 
or whioh do not contain special directions as to transport, may be posted to their address by the terminal 
telegraph station-master free of charge. The sender or receiver of message, on proving his or her identity 
may receive certified copies of messages on giving the date and paying a fee of one shilling for each copy. 
In the event of an interruption to communication by which messages may be unusually delayed, it will 
be optional with the senders, on application before transmission, to withdraw their messages and receive 
back the amount paid. If desired, messages of consequence can be repeated from stations at which 
received to stations at which originally sent, on payment of an additional half-rate ; but no responsibility 
will be undertaken nor any claim for compensation entertained for any errors or mistake in transmission 
or delay in deUvery of messages. 

INTERNATIONAL TELEGRAPH. 

By the system of registration of name and address, and the adoption of the word by word scale of 
charging, the cost of telegraphing between Brisbane and London and many of the leading cities of India, 
China, Japan, Europe, United States and other countries has been greatly reduced. It may be neces- 
sary to explain that the name and address of the sender and receiver being registered at the points of 
departure and arrival, a single word, letter, or number serves for their identification. 

The principal conditions under whioh messages are transmitted are as follows : — 

Words must not exceed ten letters. Only ordinary dictionary words allowed. Groups of figures will be 
charged at the rate of five to the word. Cypher telegrams may be used, but if so, must be collated, that 
is, repeated back in their entirety from station to station, for which half rate additional will be charged. 

Registration can be effected at the Central Telegraph Office, Brisbane. No fee is charged. Messages 
can be sent through Reuter's Telegram Co. and the Oriental Co., both of which have agents in Brisbane.

THE FIELD, FARM, AND GARDEN. 

FARM AND GARDEN CALENDAR. 

The following directions are more especially for the Southern and Coast Districts ; in 
the more Northern portions of the Colony sowing should take place earlier than the 
times here given. 

JANUARY. 

GABDBN.— Being the hottest month of the year, very little can be done in the way of sowing with the 
hope of successful result, except shade and abundant water can be given. Small quantities of the follow- 
ing seeds may be sown : Cabbage, cauliflower, Brussels sprouts, turnips, spinach, celery, French beans, and

down and layered ; In this way better rooted plants may be obtained than cuttings can produce, and a 
season saved. Peach trees should now be allowed, and encouraged, to make a sufficiency of wood for 
next season's orop. Attend to the pinching and shortening of young shoots on apple and peur trees. 
Stone-fruited trees may now be budded. Intending cultivators of celery, cauliflowers, cabbages, &c, 
should get together as much dung as possible, the quality of which will be much improved by frequent 
turning, and shelter from heat, and particularly rain, the latter washing out the salts, on which its proper- 
ties mainly depend. The more hardy annuals may be sown in the flower garden. Dahlias, Chrysanthe- 
mums, and. other tall flowering plants should be tied up and staked. 

FIELD.— Sow maize for late crop. Sow patches of oats or barley for cutting green. Break up and pre- 
pare land for potatoes, lucerne, &c. In breaking up land, it is better to leave the surface rough and open 
to the action of the sun's rays, which are the best pulverent. A rough surface also retards the growth of 
weeds. Arrowroot is now making its growth, and ought to be kept clean to allow the free circulation 
of air. 

FEBRUARY. 

Garden.— Take advantage of moist and dull weather for sowing early crop — small quantities of vege- 
table and salad seeds. To guard against failure from scorching, cabbage, cauliflower, and celery seed beds 
should be protected by a shading of calico or sacking ; a few boughs laid on saplings supported on forked 
sticks make a good rough artifloial shading. See to have some well-rotted dung prepared for celery 
trenohes. Budding, should be finished this month. In the flower garden, remove decayed foliage to the 
manure heap, and save valuable seeds as they ripen. 

Field. — In sheltered situations along the seaboard, maize may be planted during the first two weeks of 
the month. Hill maize of former plantings ; early hilling tends to keep down suckers. Continue the pre- 
paration of land for wheat, lucerne, and potatoes, and commence planting tha latter, changing the seed if 
disease of any kind has shown itself. Usually fresh seeds of all kinds are best prooured from localities 
having a different.oUmate to that where they are intended to be grown. 

MARCH. 

Garden.— The soorohing heat of our Queensland summer is now over, and this is the best time to 
enter thoroughly into the cultivation of European vegetables. Sow for full crops of cabbages, Savoys, 
cauliflowers, Brussels sprouts, couve tronchuda, turnips, carrots, onions, leeks, beans, peas, beets, 
parsnips, parsley, salad, &o. If any plants were raised from previous sowings, transplant on favourable 
occasions. It is a good plan to prick young cauliflowers into a bed of nice rich earth, placing them, 
about four inches apart ; they occupy little room, and can be easily watered and shaded for a few days. 
It breaks their roots, they emit small fibres, become more sturdy and compact, and do not droop so 
much when finally put out. Couve tronchuda, or Braganza cabbage is a vegetable of considerable value ; 
the main rib of the outside leaves resembles the sea-kale when well boiled, but the heart is the best ; it 
ought to get as much room as cauliflower. Cauliflowers yield a fair return when properly cultivated, 
but brocoli ought to be avoided by the cottager, as it is not suited to the climate, and does not expand 
its flower. Broad beans also frequently fail to pod, or do not pod till the spring ; every bee-keeper how- 
ever ought to sow a quart or two, as they afford a rich pasturage to the bee at a time of the year when 
flowers are scarce. In the flower garden fill up vacanoies caused by the removal of dahlias, Sic, by sow- 
ing a selection of hardy annuals. Here again the bee-keeper will find it to his advantage to sow plenty of 
mignonette, as no other plant furnishes such an abundant and continuous supply, both of honey and 
pollen. 

Field.— This is the best month for planting potatoes, and the planting should be if possible, finished 
before the close of the month. Those planted last month should be hoed in due time, and the weeds well 
turned up to the sun. Sow mangold wurtzel ; this plant is worthy of a trial by those interested in the 
home feeding of cattle ; the aphides do not attack it, and, if left in the ground, it will keep over our 
hottest and driest summer. 

APRIL. 

Garden.— Attend to those vegetables whioh were sown last month ; beans and peas should be kept 
clean ; cabbages and cauliflowers, when fit to handle, should be transplanted ; turnips and carrots 
should be thinned. Sow some of the more suitable vegetables and salads for succession ; but the 
cottage gardener will find little satisfaction from cauliflowers, Savoys, or Brussels Sprouts, if sown late 
this .month — his principal dependence, for greens should be on the cabbage. Earth up celery if the 
weather is dry, not otherwise. Bananas during this and the next month are apt to break down ; heavy 
branches should be propped. In the flower garden, all alterations or additions should be made, as ever- 
green shrubs, roses, Sic, bear moving well now. This is also a good time to transplant bulbs. Make a 
sowing of hardy annuals for spring decorations. 

Field. — Prepare land for oaten hay crops, and sow a patch for cutting green. Land intended for 
lucerne should be cleaned, drained, and deeply cultivated. The rapidity with which summer grass and 
other weeds cover the surface of the soil during the early months of the year, and the soddening effects 
of heavy rain, will be an objection to the preparation of land long before seed time ; but in the case of 
lucerne,^no pains^shOTild be sparedui getting a pulverised and mellow bed for the seed. Lucerne may be 

MAY. 

Garden.— Sow cabbages, turnips, carrots, peas, onions, parsley, and culinary herbs — such as sage, mar 
joram, and thyme, and continue the planting out of cabbage and other plants, choosing a dull day or just 
before rainfall. Khiibarb may now be planted, taking care that the ground is well manured and deeply 
trenched. £iew strawberry beds may be laid out, and should be made where a plentiful supply of water 
may be ensured. Orange, limes, and all evergreen fruit trees and ornamental shrubs may be planted dur- 
ing this and the two following months, but, when convenient, give this month the preference. A situation 
sheltered from westerly winds should be selected for azaleas and camelias — which flower during June, 
July, August, and September — as shelter very much prolongs the life of the flowers. 

Field. — Sow lucerne : — If this seed were sown in drills, so as to permit of being hoed as farmers do 
their wheat in England, it would give the young plants a good start, and would much promote the subse- 
quent vigor and performance of the crop ; if drilled, five pounds less seed may be given to the acre. As 
spring maize, from the general dryness 01 me season, frequently yields but a poor return, it is better to sow 
but a small breadth of this crop and in itB stead to have oaten hay, the stubble of which, when ploughed 
in in November and December, will give a full crop of maize. Commence oat sowing for hay crop, sowing 
the poorest soils first. Sow also wheat for grain crop. Attend duly to the hilling of potatoes. 
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JUNE. 

GARDEN. — Peaches, mulberries, quinces, apples, pears, &c, may now be transplanted, but young and 
vigorous growing late peaches and apples, which are yet green, may be left for a week or two. The 
apple is coming into favor in the Southern part of Queensland ; a few trees ought to be planted in every 
garden. The following are twelve sorts which bear well in the neighbourhood of Brisbane : — Nonsuch, 
Mobbs' Royal, Mammoth, Kirke's Golden Pippin, Five Grown Pippin, Greening, Smeating, Kerry Pippin, 
Golden Harvey Reinette, Blanche d'Espagne, Blenheim Pippin, Sykehouse Russet. Grape vines may be 
pruned, unless cuttings are wanted, in which case they had better be left till the middle of next month. 
If your vines are young, apply the knife fearlessly, cutting down to one or two eyes. Peaches, mulberries, 
figs, &c, should now be pruned, remembering that thorough pruning gives superior fruit. Heavy 
bunches of bananas should have a thin sack drawn over them, to protect them from the frost and the 
blighting influence of our westerly winds. The bottom of the sack should be open, that the ripening of 
the fruit may be observed. Sow peas, turnips, onions, cabbages, leeks, parsnips, and beet. In the flower 
garden, propagate petunias, verbenas, geraniums by cuttings, and herbaceous plants by division. 

FIELD.— Continue to sow oats for hay, and the lucerne sowing ought to be finished this month. Make 
preparations for the manufacture of arrowroot. Wheat and barley may still be sown for late crops. 

JULY. 

Garden.— Go on with the pruning of deciduous trees (trees whose leaves fall). Vine pruning ought to be 
finished, and if an increase of plants is wanted, cuttings ought to be taken from straight, well-ripened 
wood of last year's growth ; they should be about fifteen inches long ; three-fourths of their length should 
go in the ground, and the earth should be well trod round their base. Orange grafting should be com- 
menced. In the flower garden, dig the flower beds, give a dressing of well rotted manure when it Is 
required. Frame roses, and sow such annuals as sweet peas, larkspurs, lupins, zinnias, Phlox Drummon- 
dli, calllopsis tinctorus, German stocks. Re-pot fuchsias. The following selection of roses will give 
satisfaction to every one who will take the trouble to cultivate them : — Souvenir de Malmaison, Souvenir 
d'un ami, Safrano, Gloire de Dijon, Indica alba, Cramoise superieure, Fairy, Princess Adelaide, Prinoe 
Albert, Bourbon Queen, Marechal Niel, Geant des Battailes, Prince Camille de Rohan, Lord Macaulay. In 
the Kitchen Garden, broad beans and peas may be sown, and lettuce, oauliflowers, and onions transplanted. 

Field.— The farmer ought to look forward to the planting of potatoes, sweet potatoes, cotton, arrow- 
root, and "oats for hay, and lay his plans and prepare his ground accordingly ; the plough should 
therefore be kept going, and the harrow and roller should follow the plough closely, to prevent evapora- 
tion. A few potatoes should be planted, and the manufacture of arrowroot proceeded with. 

AUGUST. 

Garden. — Orange grafting should be finished the first week of this month, and pears, apples, peaches, 
grapes, &c, as soon after as possible. The transplanting of trees should be finished, during this and the 
following month, some trees and plants may require watering, and every newly planted tree, if the wea- 
ther be dry, should be well settled in its place with water and some litter placed over the roots to prevent 
the ground from baking. In all cases where watering has to be done, as much should be given as will 
keep the ground moist for a considerable time, as frequent sprinklings are much more injurious than use- 
ful. In the first place they aot as a stimulant, and interfere with the routine of nature. The earth is the 
storehouse whence the plants draw their supplies, and which must come to them in the shape of moisture 
or vapour. The heat of the sun will call up as much moisture from the lower strata of the soil as will 
keep plants alive, and in some degree of health, long after the upper surface is parched and unfit for vege- 
tation. The roots of plants spread themselves downward and outward to catch the moisture as it passes, 
at the bidding of the sun to the atmosphere, and the foliage of plants accommodates itself to its circum- 
stances, by becoming hard and evaporating less ; or, in other words, it is forced to practice economy during 
bad times. In the second place there are few soils porous enough in their texture to bear frequent sur- 
face waterings in bright weather, as, when water is given, it brings them to a condition more or less re- 
sembling mortar, while the next day's sunshine transmutes them to a state whioh may be described as 
" brloky." This rapid battering of the soil is accompanied by a strong evaporation, which Is chilling and 
Injurious to the foliage of the plants through which it passes ; hence the rusty and unhealthy appearance 
of most plants which undergo a bi-weekly sprinkling. The aim, then, should be to get the water into the 
soil rather than on to it. To accomplish this, make a hole near the plant to be watered, and pour in as 
much water as will moisten the earth by diffusion for some distance round, but do not raise the water to 
within three inches of the surface. When enough has been given, and the water well soaked away, fill the 
hole. There will be some evaporation and consequent chilling, but the washing and battering effects on 
the surface will be avoided. There are some hard-wooded evergreens, such as the camelia, which is rather 
difficult to establish in the ground during the fierce heat and drought of our spring month. A day or two 
before such stock are put out. the place where they are to grow should be thoroughly wetted, and when 
the ground has recovered sufficiently to work without sticking to the spade, the plants should be put in 
and well settled in their place with water ; a few leafy boughs should also be stuck in to shade them from 
the mid-day sun. If treated in this way. they will gradually accommodate themselves to their new cir- 
cumstances, and start into vigorous growth during their second season ; whereas, bi-weekly sprinklings In 
bright weather is certain death to the camelia. Where it is absolutely necessary to practice surface 
watering, let it be done after sundown, and the ground forked up next day. Make a small sowing, in a 
sheltered place, of cucumbers, melons, and French beans. 

Field.— Potato planting should be finished early this month. It is also well to begin the planting of 
maize, as the sooner it is planted the deeper it will root before the warm weather begins. Finish the 
making of arrowroot. Arrowroot may be planted, also rice and sorghum. 

SEPTEMBER. 

Garden. — Pears and apples may still be grafted. The grape vines will now be pushing, and stakes 
and trellissing, if not already attended to should be got into proper repair at once. Galvanised wire, sup- 
ported on hardwood posts, makes a durable and chcop trellis. Attend to the vines as they break, and rub 
off superfluous shoots from the root and breast of the vine, find tie in young fruiting shoots in good 
time. White maize (not Tuscorora), if sown occasionally during this and the following months till 
January, will yield a vegetable, if used green, equal to green peas. Sow hibiscus rosella,passion fruit, and Oape 
gooseberry, make full sowing of French beans, cucumbers, rock and water melons, marrows, pumpkins, 
tomatoes, and capsicums. Transplant cabbages on favourable occasions. This is one of the driest 
periods of the year, and it is consequently a good time for the destruction of weeds. If the walks and 
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FARM AND GARDEN CALENDAR — Continued. 
flower borders get a thorough oleanslng just now, they will not give much trouble for some time. A neat 
verge or border for the walks greatly enhances the appearance of a garden ; Euphorbia Bojeara may be 
1 as suitable for this purpose ; it is easily propagated by division and cutting, is compact in its 



habit, and may easily be kept in trim ; it stands the drought well, and is in flower during the greater part 
of the year. Dahlias will now be pushing, and should be put up. Fuchsias, also, will be growing fast, 
and ought to be carefully tended. If no cuttings were struck last month, it may still be done, selecting 
short-pointed stiff young wood. 

FIELD.— Finish maize planting for spring crop. Grow Borghum for green fodder. Plant arrowroot 
and sweet potatoes, sow cotton, tobacco, &c. Hill potatoes. Prune cotton ; it is better to prune low- 
about six inches from the surface of the ground. 

OCTOBER. 

GARDEN.— Peach trees ought to be well attended to at this season ; all young shoots, but more espe 
dally the gross ones, should be pruned away. Those who will take this trouble will secure large fruit. 
The minor enemies of the cultivator will now be manifesting their power. The ground ought to be 
cleared of the roots of cauliflowers and savoys destroyed by the aphis, but some roots of the cabbage 
may be left in the ground as they yield a supply of wholesome greens during the summer. The grub 
may be committing ravages among the potatoes and maize, and the lady-bird among the marrows, 
cucumbers, and pumpkins ; there is no cure for these pests but hand-killing, and it should be done. If 
the scale is spreading on the orange tree, dress with Gishurst's Compound, or reduce a strong clay to 
the consistence of cream, and apply it to the affected part ; when it dries it will shell off and bring a great 
deal of the smut and scale with it. The vines now require constant care ; pinch laterals at their third or 
fourth leaf, and shoots disposed to ramble should be stopped. In tying in, dispose of foliage so as to shade 
the fruit. It will be necessary after the middle of this month to keep a sharp look out for that dread 
scourge of the grape vine, Oidium Tuckerii. If the slightest trace of the disease is discovered, sulphur 
should at once be applied, either by itself or mixed with any proportion of finely sifted lime up to one 
half. Sow cucumbers for succession, the vegetables mentioned last month may still be sown. Plant 
pineapples, bananas, olives, mangoes and other tropical fruit trees. In the flower garden, sow such annuals 
as balsams, cockscombs, nasturtiums, and amaranths. 

Field. — If potatoes are not earthed up, do it at once, and do it carefully, on account of the great 
heat to which they will be subjected before they are ripe. Plant sweet potatoes, sow cotton, transplant 
tobacco. Cotton pruning should be finished the first week of this month. 

NOVEMBER. 

GARDEN. — Intending planters of pineapples and bananas should now be busy in order that the plants 
may derive the full benefit of the coming summer. It is time lost to put in these plants in autumn or 
winter, as they do not start into growth till roused by the heat of the following season. The Isabella, and 
some other grape vines, will yield a second crop if some of the strong shoots are now cut. In every bud 
along the cane the embryo flower for the next season is embedded, and if the shoot is cut while the sap is 
flowing strong in the vine, one or two of the buds next below the cut will burst, and, in the case of the 
Isabella, flower and bear fruit. In most of the other varieties, the flower, not being forward enough, 
either drops prematurely, or is absorbed into the young shoot. Begin with a few shoots of the Isabella 
Attend to the training of the grape vine generally, remove suckers and all barren shoots that will not be - 
wanted for next year, pinch laterals and shoots rambling beyond due bounds. The sulphurings of the 
last month may have only checked the vine disease ; if the weather is moist and warm, great watchfulness 
will be necessary in order to avert the consequences of a fresh outbreak. In the kitchen garden cabbages 
may be planted out before rainfall, and French beans, marrows, and rock melons sown for succession. 

FIELD. — Hay-making should be finished, and the stubble ploughed for winter maize ; it is better, how- 
ever, not to pnt in the maize seed this month, as the crop will be more heavy and regular if planted in 
December or January. There are often a great many blind or barren stalks in maize planted in November. 

DECEMBER. 

GARDEN.— It is a difficult matter to keep up a supply of vegetables during the summer months, unless 
a plentiful supply of water can be got, French beans and marrows are the most certain, and foresight 
should be used in adapting the sowing to the probable demand. Marrows, however, may be stored, or 
consumed by poultry and pigs, so it is better to have plenty. Good crops of pumpkins may be gathered 
from seed sown early this month. Should a day or two of moist dull weather occur, some cauliflower, 
cabbage, and celery seeds may be sown. Prolong your grape season by extracting a second crop outof the 
Isabella. If the Oidium Tuckerii is not yet subdued, the vines may be syringed with the following mix- 
ture, as dry sulphur is unsightly on fruit which may in a few days have to go to market or appear on 
table : one pound of sublimed sulphur, one pound of fresh-slacked lime, and one gallon of soft water ; these 
are to be boiled for twenty minutes, and then strained, to this liquor add one gallon more water, and boil 
for twenty minutes longer. It is then to be allowed to cool, and stored away in a jar. When used, mix 
one pint with ten gallons of water. Apply with a syringe. In the field maize may be planted for wintercrop.

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NOTES FOR THE FARMER AND GARDENER. 



Let the draining and trenching of the ground be 
your first care. It is impossible to succeed to any 
extent with crops, vegetables or flowers where the 
water is stagnant In the soil. 

Let the soil be well prepared for the flower gar- 
den, and pulverised as much as possible. 

Gather fruit in dry weather and with the sun 
shining, and place it as carefully in the basket as if 
it were glass. The smallest bruise commences a 
decay. 

Unless you want seeds, remove the flower stems 
so soon as the bloom decays. The swelling of the 
seed pods checks the further growth and blossom 
of most plants. 

Never grow the same crops, nor crops of the same 
family, twice successively on the same spot. Plants 
of the same natural order should never succeed each 
other. Crops which must remain in the same 
ground for a number of years, such as seakale, rhu- 
barb, strawberries, asparagus, &c, should be fol- 
lowed by crops of short occupation, such as French 
beans, for young use, salads, early cabbages, &c. 
Boot or bulb crops, such as carrots, parsnips, pota- 
toes, turnips, beet, &c, should not succeed each 
other, even when of different natural orders. 

Never transplant shrubs and trees in a 
state. However carefully it may be done, 
is dangerous, if not fatal. 

Never tie up lettuces or endive, or earth up celery 
except when perfectly dry. 

Never water the grouud while the sun shines ; 
after sunset is the proper time. 

Never allow the surface of the soil, in a pot or in 
the ground, to be long without stirring, unless it be 
naturally very open. It should be hoed over, at 
least once a fortnight. 

Whenever a shrub or plant suffers the loss of 
root, prune off a corresponding part of the head. 

Always cut off cleanly whatever part of a root 
may be broken, bruised or damaged ; as it quickly 
begins to decay. 

Prune all ornamental blooming trees and shrubs 
as soon as the flower has decayed ; before they make 
their new growth they can be shaped to any form. 

In removing trees and shrubs never loosen the 
roots and fibres by violence or you may seriously 
affect the growth. 

MANURE. 

Plants are composed of the following constitu- 
ents :— Potash, soda, lime, magnesia, silica, phos- 
phorous, sulphur, iron, and one or two other in- 
gredients. These constituents or food are derived 
principally from the ground. It therefore follows 
that for the plant to thrive and grow healthy, it 
must be able to obtain a sufficient supply from 
nature's treasury ; in fact this chemical food for 
the plant must be as systematically supplied as 
food for an animal. The growth of a plant absorbs 
more or less of the earthy ingredients spoken of. 

The fallen leaves of trees when rotted into mould 
form an invaluable manure. 

SEED PLANTING. 

The approximate time required for seeds to 
germinate at a temperature of about 60 deg. is as 
follows : — Garden cress 2 days ; spinach 3 days ; 
cabbage, turnips and lettuce 4 days ; endive, melons, 
cucumbers and mustard 5 days, radish, horseradish,, 
onions and leeks 6 days ; barley, maize, cauliflower 
beans, and beet, 7 days ; wheat, thyme, marjoram, 
French beans, 8 days ; peas, 9 days ; vetches and 
tobacco, 10 days ; tomatoes, carrots, stocks, celery, 
and clover, 15 days ; sago and pepper, 20 days ; 
potatoes, parsnips, and parsley, 21 days. 

Much depends on the weather, the time of sow 
ing, and the depth at which sown as to the period 
when the shoots should make their appearance. 

The germination of flower and vegetable seeds 



) can be much hastened by placing them for a few 
I hours in warm water. 

Seeds should not be covered too deeply ; in many 
cases just a sprinkling of soil will be sufficient.

I balsam is milder still. All these are useful if ap- 
I plied with discretion, according to the severity of 
the ease. Another useful application, as well as a 
I preventive, is coal-tar, particularly if a little creo- 
| sote is left in or added to it ; and some powdered 
| plaster of Paris over the tar will assist its drying 
1 effect. A change to a dry pasture or soil is n ces- 
I sary. A good recipe is— Sulph. of lime, powdered, 
j i oz.; sulph. of zinc, do., 1 oz.; creosote, 1 scruple ; 
■ f tockholm tar, 4 oz.; lard, 4 oz.; to be made into 
j an ointment, and applied occasionally to the feet of 
I the sheep, and between the claws, first paring the 
f overlapping horn away, and clearing everything 
away without drawing blood.

SLATERS. 

Slating„is measured by the foot yard or square of 
100 feet. 

Rule to find contents of roof— 

Multiply the length of the ridge by the girth 
over from the eaves to the eaves, allowing for the 
double row of slates at the bottom, or for how 
much one row of slates is laid over another. It is 
common to add the length of the valley or hip to 
the contents in feet. 

120 roofing slates make a great hundred, and 
1200 a thousand. 

Average sizes and the names of slates are — 
Ladies 16 x 8, Viscountesses 18 x 9, Countesses 20 
x 10, Marchioneses 22 x 11, Duchesses 24 x 12, 
Princesses 24 x 14.

A CODICIL. 

To a will is to be made with the same regulations 
as the will itself, and may be written thus : — This 
is a codicil to my last Will and Testament, bearing 
date the day of 18 

and which I direct to be taken as part thereof. I 
give, devise, and bequeath, &c. As witness my 
hand this day of 

18 

Note - Obliterations and alterations of any 
sort in a will ought, if possible, to be avoided ; 
when of necessity made, they must be signed by 
the Testator and Witnesses on the margin, or as 
near to the alteration as possible. 

Marriage after making a Will renders the Will 
void. 

If a Witness is interested in the Will the claim to 
such interest becomes forfeited. 

If a person wishes to dispose of all his property 
in one gift, the words " all my real and personal 
estate" may be used. 

Personal Property left without a Will is 
devisable as under : — If the deceased should leave 
Children and no Widow, the whole property is to 
be divided equally among the Children. If he 
leave a Widow and Child or Children, the former is 
entitled to one-third, and the latter to the remain- 
ing two-thirds. If he leave a Widow and no Child, 
the former is entitled to half, and the next to Kin 
to the remainder as follows :— A Father, the whole 
amount. If no Father, or Mother, Brothers or 
Sisters, or their issue, equal portions. If 
none, Uncles, Aunts, Nephews and Nieces, equal 
portions.
